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War Weariness on Horizon 


The hawks hav e been firm in their attitu de 
toward Vietnam from the beg inning The dov es 
hav e been equ ally adamant and conv inced of 
the rig htness of their position. 
Bu t the thinking of the g reat mass of Ameri­ 
cans has g rav itated somewhere in between, or, 
if any thing , has leaned slig htly toward the 
hawkish side in the belief that the President 
and his g enerals in the field know more abou t 
the situ ation than any body else. 
Until recently , there has been a remarkable 
absence of hardening of attitu de among the 
g eneral pu blic, or polarization at either ex ­ 
treme of the hawk-dov e spectru m. Most people 
hav e remained flex ible, tru stfu lly accepting the 
decisions of the administration and the mili­ 
tary , y et willing to listen to any reasonable al­ 
ternativ es arg u ed by opponents of the war. 
Howev er, as the war continu es into its third 
y ear of heav y American inv olv ement, as the 
cost of that Inv olv ement mou nt, as it tou ches 
the sons and brothers and fathers of more and 
more families and beg ins to hit hard at the 
pocketbooks of all Americans, and especially as 
it continu es to produ ce no v isible resu lts, there 
are sig ns that war weariness is setting in. 
When some cong ressmen who hav e heretofore 
su pported the war openly su g g est that we wash 


ou r hands of the whole affair, it can be as­ 
su med that they hav e sensed sy mptoms of this 
weariness among their constitu ents back home. 
When a leading candidate for the Repu blican 
presidential nomination switches his position 
and declares that the war is a “trag ic mis­ 
take,” it is a certainty that he is conv inced he 
is striking a responsiv e chord among mu lti­ 
tu des who will be casting v otes nex t y ear. 
Yet the President, in response to hawkish 
v oices, has raised the bombing lev el in North 
Vietnam another notch and committed more 
troops to Sou th Vietnam, actions which hav e 
receiv ed the acceptance if not the enthu siastic 
approv al of the people. 
The pu blic is still willing to g o along with 
those who are ru nning the war, still hopefu l 
that a little more pressu re, a little more pu n­ 
ishment, will force the Commu nists to ask for 
peace neg otiations. Bu t in no sense is there the 
optimism which g reeted the retaliation ag ainst 
North Vietnamese torpedo b^at bases back in 
Au g u st 1964. 
War weariness is beg inning to infect Ameri­ 
cans. and it is no comfort to realize that this is 
the one decisiv e factor Ho Chi Minh long ag o 
predicted wru ld emerg e and which he has been 
patiently awaiting . 


Dissent Makes America Strong 


We think it is time to wam Commu nist cou n­ 
tries ag ainst g etting the wrong idea abpu t the 
fig hting spirit of Americans. 
To accept at face v alu e the qu estioning , skep­ 
tical attitu de of many Americans abou t the Viet* 
nam War and the United States g ov ernment 
wou ld be a mistake. 
This is freedom at work in a democratic so­ 
ciety , not the seed of a peoples rev olu tion or 
the lack of willig ness to fig ht for honored be­ 
liefs. 
There is a g reat difference between looking 
askance at interv ention in what some describe 
as a civ il war in Sou theast Asia and tu rning 
y ou r back when y ou r cou ntry is threatened. 
Commu nist nations shou ld not be misled into 
believ ing the United States male popu lation is 
composed of dru g -taking hippies and pau nchy , 
middle-ag ed men more interested in selfish 
pleasu res than their cou ntry . 
The Commu nists are rig ht in believ ing Amer­ 
icans are peace-lov ing bu t the slog an: “Better 
Red Than Dead” nev er did catch on in the 
United States. 
The spirit wou ld better be 
su mmed u p: “Better Dead Than Red.” 
If any Commu nist cou ntry —or any ether 
cou ntry —su ddenly posed a military threat to 


America, the former draft card bu rners wou ld 
be lining u p as serv ice v olu nteers side-by -side 
with men who nev er considered destroy ing 
their cards. 
The thread of this philosophy may be difficu lt 
to follow for leaders in cou ntries where the 
word freedom is taboo. Incomprehensible to 
those in places where walls hav e to be bu ilt to 
keep citizens from fleeing ; those where v oters 
hav e only one slate of candidates to v ote for and 
those where periodic cu ltu ral rev olu tions are 
necessary to keep the power stru ctu re stable. 
Actu ally the reasoning is elementary to any ­ 
one who has liv ed in the env ironment of free­ 
dom. Part of that freedom is the rig ht to disa­ 
g ree. So America can spawn two diametrically 
op « site v iews on the Vietnam War bu t not 
weaken itself one iota in the matter of self- 
defense. 
There is no weakening becau se Americans 
cherish the rig ht of dissent g u aranteed by their 
belov ed cou ntry to the ex tent that they will 
g iv e heir v ery liv es to preserv e it. 
Some cou ntries in the past hav e misju dg ed 
American u nity , patriotism and loy alty to al­ 
lies. The mistake came back to hau nt them. 
It is ou r sincere hope that other cou ntries do 
not make the same mistake.

Ou r friendly cong ressmen are planning to 
come back home from Washing ton to v isit u s 
mu ch oftener — at ou r ex pense.

Bu t what is this to a pu blic serv ant who is 
homesick for the folks back home all y ear 
long — mig hty , mig hty homesick, my friends! 
(This is mig hty , mig hty flattering to u s con­ 
stitu ents. It g oes to show that ev en thou g h a 
cong ressman’s family may be with him in Wash 
ing ton, there is alway s a place in his heart 
for a v oter 1. 
5»o members of the Hou se of Representativ es 
v oted recent’y to g iv e themselv es not fiv e bu t 
13 free trips home each y ear! 
Siqce su ch trips cost at least an av erag e of 
$75, and there will now be eig ht more a y ear 
for ej» 'h cong ressman, and there are 435 con- 
gre« ''-* >on. the ex tra ex pense to the tax pay ers 


adds u p to — well 75x 8 x 435 comes ou t $261,- 
000 more a y ear. 
Noy v . of cou rse, this is peanu ts compared to 
the $489.682.55 ou r cong ressmen spent last y ear 
on ex pense-paid ju nkets that took them into all 
parts of the g lobe. 
And ev en if the cost were big g er, is any 
constitu ent g oing to be so u ng ratefu l and in- 
hosnitab’e as to back away from shelling ou t 
a little more tax money when it means he 
can see his old bu ddy , the cong ressman, almost 
thr;e times as often? 
After all, hasn’t ou r old bu ddy taken the 
time and trou ble to come all the way home 
to feast his ey es on the finest people on earth, 
to wring ou r hands and inqu ire after ou r 
health, to remind u s of how mu ch he’s doing 
for u s — and. ju st possibly , to do a little politi­ 
cal fence-mending ? 
We constitu ents mu st liv e rig ht and v ote 
rig ht to hav e cong ressmen so willing to come 
see u s so often. At ou r ex pense.

Disregarded

No Mafia I n British Labor

LONDON: Inside labor here there is no Ma­ 
fia no mobs, no corru ption, no corru ptibles, no 
thiev ery and no one is “mu scled” by an u nder­ 
world into- tu rning ov er a local branch to some 
bu rg eoning y ou ng Cosa Nostra 
hood in search of an empire. 
It’s 
all 
sy mbolized by a 
massiv e block of scu lptu re 
by the late Sir Jacob Kpstein, 
of a tau t and weary w man, 
her ou stretched arms beseech­ 
ing ly holding aloft a child, 
limp or perhaps dead of hu n 
g er. She is of the people the 
poor, perhaps of earlier g en­ 
erations. Bu t the scu jptu re is 
there where the leaders of British labor mu st 
pass it ev ery day . It dominates the cou rty ard 
of the Trades Union Cong ress’s national bu ild­ 
ing . 
These are dedicated men with no edifice 
complex . They do not bu ild hu g e modem bu ild­ 
ing s nor monu mental treasu ries. In all, the en­ 
tire labor mov ement here has assets of $334 
million compared with the AFL-CIO s u nions’ $3 
billion. 
British labor's income annu ally is abou t $45 
million compared with American labor’s $2 bil­ 
lion. Walter Reu ther’s strike fu nd alone now to­ 
tals far more than all the monies taken in by 
the United King dom's 170 major u nions. 
Fu rthermore, no mcb can corru pt the u nion 
chiefs here becau se they are paid off in dedica­ 
tion. Cy nics can sneer. Bu t there are those who 
take their people's tru st seriou sly and remem­ 
ber their labor orig ins. 
Only a few top officials here are paid as 
mu ch as $10,000 a y ear. From this they pay 
omniv orou s tax es. Georg e Woodcock, head of 
the entire British Trades Union Cong ress is 
paid some $9.800 a y ear. His depu ty , Victor 
Feather, is paid abou t $8,120 annu ally .’ 


THESE ARE THE national officials. Ameri­ 
can Teamsters mig ht be fascinated by what is 
paid to Frank Cou sins, g eneral secretary of 
the Transport and General Workers u nion, larg ­ 
est in Eng land, and proportionately the big g est 
in the world. This Eng lish cou nterpart of the 
International Brotherhood of Teamsters pay s 
Mr. Cou sins some $9.800 annu ally compared 
with the $100 000 paid to the Teamsters Broth- 
erh'od g eneral president. 
Another $9 8 00-a-y ear man is the intense Les 
Cannon, head of the Electrical Trades Union. 
He was g etting less than $6,000 u ntil recently . 
Bu t the u nion pu rchased a compu ter and cou ld 
not hire any one to prog ram and operate it for 
less than $7.000 y early . Since it w'u ld not be 
dig nified to pay Cannon, the u nion president 
less than a technical employ e, the wag e was 
raised to top the compu ter chap. 
And that’s abou t all the money these fellows 
g et. There are no cars, no ex pense accou nts 
ex cept to cov er minimal trav el and inex pensiv e 
hotel rooms. 
Of cou rse, ev ery body complains abou t the 
hig h cost of liv ing , bu t not abou t the low base 
of salaries. Theis is their profession. They seek 
it as some seek medical and leg al careers. So 
when the Mafia showed u p in the person of 
Sam Giancana some sev en y ears ag o in search 
of new territory , the u nion men inqu ired of 
their own Metropolitan police who contact« ! the 
FBI and also sou g ht ou t this colu mnist. The po­ 
lice here had not been u sing fing erprints. Bu t 
they soon learned that it was Sam Giancana 
now the self ex iled boss of Chicag o’s crime sin-

dicate (according to the FBI). TTie British u n­ 
ion chiefs simply lau g hed. 
He was told then to g et ou t “or there wou ld 
qu ietly to prev ent the g ambling bu siness from 
being corru pted and thu s forming the base of a 
British Mafia network. Scotland Yard people 
in recent months. Fu rthermore, some 20 Ameri- 
be trou ble.” This is ex actly what has happened 
can Cosa Nostra ty pes hav e been deported 
say that su ch American g amblers as the an­ 
cient Mey er Lansky and su ch notoriou s Cosa 
Nostra fig u res as Philadelphia's Ang elo Bru no 
were simply banned. 
There are mobs, of cou rse. Some are Corsi­ 
can, some French, some from the islands of It­ 
aly . They do operate. 


ONE OF THEIR RACKETS is the bribing of 
“lorry driv ers” (Teamsters). The ov er the road 
“hau lag e chaps,” driv ing hu g e “v ans” loaded 
with scrap metal, simply g o into certain y ards, 
replace their prime lead with inferior scrap, 
and then deliv er the less costly scrap to the 
steel mills. 
Bu t the u nion officials work with the police to 
wipe ou t this hijacking . 
These labor leaders know their people are 
not perfect. There is petty mu lcting here and 
there. This nev er reaches into the u pper eche­ 
lons. If it did the national office wou ld mov e in 
and if the head office did not, then the Reg is­ 
try of Friendly Societies which in effect li- 
:enses each u nion, wou ld crack down. A v isit 
to its somnolent center on 17 North Au dley 
Street rev eals that it has not had to mov e in 
y ears. 
Nor are the major u nion chiefs politically 
corru ptible. They take ev en their own Laborite 
Prime Minister simply as another official. They 
did not inv ite the “P.M.” Harold Wilson to 
their national Cong ress (conv ention) in Brig h­ 
ton this y ear. They simply allotted the British 
labor party chairman, John Boy d, himself an 
important labor leader, abou t 10 minu tes to 
g reet the deleg ates. 
Qu ite refreshing , this dedication. 


Through The Years 


ONE YEAR AGO — A record 1,812 Masons 
attended the 24th Masonic District ou tdoor 
su nrise prog ram today , 
10 YEARS AGO — John Lindberg , formerly 
manag er of manu factu ring operations at the 
Bliss Co., has been named manag er of the 
Canton div ision. 
25 YEARS AGO — The test of the city ’s fire 
alarm siren as an air raid alarm prov ed abou t 
50 per cent satisfactory . 


Resentment is bu ilding u p throu g hou t the 
cou ntry becau se the Johnson administration has 
■ot allowed the war in Vietnam to be fou g ht 
effectiv ely and v ig orou sly by the U.S. armed 
serv ices, as recommended u nanimou sly by the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
At the recent conv ention of American Leg ion 
war v eterans in Boston, a larg e nu mber of the 
deleg ates manifested bitterness u nprecedented 
in prev iou s y ears. 
President Johnson apparently doesn’t realize 
what has been g oing on between the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff and Secretary of Defense McNa­ 
mara. 
The President insists there is “no deep div i­ 
sion between Mr. McNamara and himself and 
the Joint Chiefs. Bu t the su bcommittee of the 
Senate Armed Serv ices Committee, after three 
weeks of hearing s, in which top military offi­ 
cers testified has come to the conclu sion a ser­ 
iou s blu nder has been made. The eig ht mem­ 
bers of the su bcommittee — fiv e Democrats 
and three Repu blicans — are u nanimou s in 
their denu nciation of the President’s policy , and 
charg e him openly with hav ing failed to heed 
military adv ice. 
The su bcommittee, in its report, say s in 
part: 
“Targ ets on the Joint Chiefs of Staff list 
cou ld not be hit withou t the approv al of the 
secretary of defense and other hig h civ ilian au ­ 
thority , As a resu lt, du ring the entire y ear of 
1966 less than one per cent of the total sorties 
flown ag ainst North Vietnam were ag ainst fix ed 
targ ets on the JCS targ et list.” 
The su bcommittee adds: 
’In ou r hearing we fou nd a sharp difference 
of opinion between civ ilian au thority and top- 
lev el military witnesses who appeared before 
the su bcommittee ov er how and when ou r air 
power shou ld be employ ed ag ainst North Viet­ 
nam. In that difference we believ e we also 
fou nd the roots of the persistent deterioration 
of pu blic confidence in ou r air power, becau se 
the plain facts as they u nfolded In the testim* 
ny demonstrated clearly that civ ilian au thority 
consistently ov erru led the u nanimou s recom­ 
mendations of military commanders and the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff for a sy stematic, timely , 
and 
hard-hitting 
integ rated 
air 
campaig n 
ag ainst the v ital North Vietnam targ ets. 
“Instead, and for policy reasons, we hav e 
employ ed military av iation in a carefu lly con­ 
trolled 
restricted and g radu ated bu ildu p of 
bombing pressu re which discou nted the profes­ 
sional ju dg ment of ou r best military ex perts 
and su bstitu ted civ ilian ju dg ment in the details 
of targ et selection and the timing o f strikes 
We shackled the tru e potential o f air power 
and permitted the bu ildu p 
o f what has become 
the world's most formidable antiaircraft de­ 
fenses. . . . 
“We hav e not lost, bu t we hav e not achiev ed 
ou r objectiv es and the war g oes on. The price 
we hav e ex acted from North Vietnam for its 
continu ed ag g ression is one that it is still will­ 
ing to pay and the lev el of Interdiction of the 
sou thward flow of men and material has per­ 
mitted enou g h infiltration to enable the enemy 
to continu e to fig ht in the sou th.” 
The su bcommittee states that the military 
chiefs are confident that the port of Haiphong 
can be closed, the land lines of commu nication 
to China interdicted, and Hanoi's receipt and 
distribu tion of “war-su staining material# g reat­ 
ly redqped by the planes of the Air Force and 
the Nav y . Bu t this is not being permitted. 
Thu s, the “credibility g ap” in Washing ton is 
widening . The administration is arg u ing that 
there is no seriou s rift between civ ilian leaders 
and the military chiefs. 
The President declares that du ring the 36 
y ears he has been in Washing ton and associat­ 
ed with the military , he has nev er known a 
period when he thou g ht there was more har­ 
mony , mere g eneral ag reement, and a more 
cooperativ e attitu de or when there were more 
able men in control.” 
Members of the Senate su bcommittee wou ld 
ag ree that there nev er was more harm ny 
among the military men, bu t they do not ag ree 
that there is harmony as between the military 
men and the secretary of defense. 
Their feeling is that the President has been 
g etting only one side of the story , and this 
throu g h a member of his cabinet. 
Mr. Johnson has not called in the military 
men alone for direct consu ltations day by day 
in forming decisions which only the command­ 
er-in-chief is su pposed to make.

WASHINGTON (A P)-A pro­ 
fessor of religion says “in a few 
years there will be safe 'do It 
yourself’ abortion medications” I 
so women can decide whether 
to have a baby. 
Prof. 
R. Paul Ramsey of 
Princeton University made the 
prediction in a paper prepared 
for the opening today of an In­ 
ternational Conference on Abor­ 
tion, sponsored by the Harvard 
Divinity School and the Joseph 
P. Kennedy Jr. Foundation. 
Some 70 experts in religion, 
law, medicine and the social sci­ 
ences are participating in closed 
panel 
discussions 
today 
and 
Thursday. About 1,500 promi­ 
nent persons from this country 
and abroad will take part in 
open sessions Friday. 
In a summary of his paper, 
Dr. Ramsey contrasted the dif­ 
fering legal and moral consider­ 
ations of abortion but noted this 
distinction may soon be outmod­ 
ed. 
“This is soon going to become 
a question having nothing to do 
with the penal code, a practice 
wholly in the personal or pri­ 
vate realm which laws cannot 
about it. 
“More important,” he contin­ 
ued, “is the fact that in a few 
years there will be safe ‘do it 
yourself’ abortion medications 
so that no one need resort to 
what the state legislature thinks 
abou it. 
“ Abortion 
will 
have 
been 
brought entirely into the arena 
of private decision,” he said. 
Dr. Ramsey said some fash­ 


ionable 
women's 
magazines 
have 
already 
discussed 
this 
procedure under the name of 
the “M-pill.” 
“Any woman will be able to 
keep herself systematically ig­ 
norant of whether she is with 
some frequency performing an 
abortoin on herself,” he said, by 
taking the pill regularly, whetlv- 
er or not she thinks she’s preg­ 
nant. 
“ She need not face the ques­ 
tion whether” she should affect 
an abortion. Dr. Ramsey said. 
“She only need imagine, she 
will be systematically tempted 
to believe, that she is only doing 
what 
comes 
naturally every 
month.’

Fair Board Exams Available 


The state auditor's reports of 
examinations of the Columbi­ 
ana 
County 
Home 
and 
the 
County 
Agricultural 
Society 
(Fair Board) will be available 
for public inspection beginning 
Thursday at the Courthouse in 
Lisbon. 
Prosecuting Atty. J. Warren 
Bettis and County Auditor Ken­ 
neth Bell have a copy of each 
report on file. Reports cover 
the period from March IO, 1963, 
to March 31, 1966. 
The examiner said a record 
of all receipts and disburse­ 
ments has been properly main­ 
tained by the County Home su­ 
perintendent. The County Home 
journal has been kept by the 
county 
commissioners as re­ 
quired by law. 
As authorized by law, 
the 
county 
commissioners 
estab­ 
lished a reserve fund of HOO for 
use of the superintendent. The 
fund is reimbursed monthly on 
warrant of the county auditor 
in the amount of receipted bills 
submitted by the superintend­ 
ent. The examiner said it was 
found that this petty cash fund 
was used for expenditures other 
than that of an emergency na 
ture, such as postage and food 
supplies, which Should be proc­ 
essed on regular vouchers. He 
also noted that sales tax was 
included and paid for in many 
instances. 
Receipts of $229,349 were paid 
into the county treasury during 
the examination 
period. 
The 
money came from board and 
care of residents including pen­ 
sions, sale of produce and live 
stock, gasoline tax refunds and 
miscellaneous sources. Expen­ 
ditures during the period total­ 
ed $566,734. 
The examiner called the coun­ 
ty commissioners’ attention to 
the state code requirement that 
a resolution levying a tax shall 
be confined to a single purpose 
He noted that the county ©lee 
torate at the May, 1965, pri 
mary 
election, 
approved 
re 
newal of a 65-100ths of a mill 
levy for the following purpose: 
“ to provide an adequate amount 
for current expenses, to wit 
maintenance, repair, operation 
and new construction at the 
county home." 
“An opinion of the attorney 
general in 1965 held that when 
a tax is proposed to be levied 
under the code section in ques­ 
tion, the term ‘current expens­ 
es1 must appear on the ballot, 
and addition!^ words suggesting 
a limitation within the category 
of current expenses may not be 
added to the ballot," the exam­ 
iner said. 
A special County Home fund 
has been established on the 
county auditor’s general ledger. 
This fund had a balance of $28,- 
961 as of March 31, 1966. The 
fund had a $7,011 deficit March 
9, 1963, but receipts during the 
period totaled $750,756 including 
$454,697 from tax levy for 1963- 
64-65, $229,349 in county home 
receipts, $3,526 from other re 
ceipts, and $73,184 transferred 
from the general fund. Expen 
ditures 
included 
the 
$566,734 
previously mentioned and $158,- 
049 transferred to the nursing 
fund unit fund. 
The examiner noted that all 
County Home receipts are cred­ 
ited to a special fund from 
which 
appropriations for the 
operation of the home are sub­ 
sequently made. He said funds 
derived from ordinary county 
home operations should not be 
credited to a special levy fund, 
but instead to the general fund 
in order to be available for fu­ 
ture appropriations for any au­ 
thorized general fund purpose. 
The County Agricultural So­ 
ciety report named the fair di­ 
rectors and officers and listed 
compensation received for extra 
duties. 
Board members receive $4 
per meeting, up to 12 meetings 
per year, plus IO cents per mile 
for travel on official business 
Extra compensation was paid 
to the secretary — $500 in 1963, 


lf OO in 1964, and $1,000 in 1965 
and 1966; treasurer, $250 per 
year, and grounds manager and 
supe: intendent of concessions, 
iilOO and $200 per year respec­ 
tively plus meals and expenses 
during fair time. 
It was disclosed that the bal­ 
ance of the society’s funds on 
deposit at the Farmers Nation­ 
al Bank in Lisbon at fair time 
exceeded the maximum amount 
covered by the federal deposit 
insurance which was $10,000 up 
lo Chi. 17, 1966, and $15,000 after 
that. The examiner recommend­ 
er that additional security be 
requested. 
The balance of the last pre­ 


vious audit March 9, 1963, was 
$14,045 white the balance as of 
March 31, 1966, was $6,769. 
The examiner noted the pres­ 
ident did not sign the society's 
minute records for 1963 and 
1964. 
A spot check of bills paid by 
the agricultural society during 
the audit period disclosed no er­ 
rors or unauthorized expendi­ 
tures, the examiner said. He 
said federal tax was included 
on telephone bills paid by the 
hoc.ety. The necessary exemp­ 
tion certificate should be filed 
and this tax not paid in the fu­ 
ture, he added.
